AppUcant lespectfuUy rcquesis reconsideration of this application and reconsiderai ion 
the pending claims as amended. Claims 36-68 were pending and were rejected. Claims 3( 
46, 47. 48 and 53 are amended to clarify the claimed subject matter. Accordingly. Claims 
are currently pending.

The Examiner has rejected Claims 36-67 under section 1 12, first paragraph as 
subject matter not presented in the originally filed specification in a way that could 
convey the subject matter to one of ordinary skill in the art. Applicants pointed 
Examiner during a telephonic interview that the originally filed specification contained 
for sending a request from a mobile communication device, wherein the request did not 
any information regarding the position of the mobile communication device. For 
page 42, line 13, the specification states that "a position determination for a GPS teceivei 
initiated by a user of a mobile GPS receiver; for example, the user of the mobile GPS 
may press 911 on the cell phone to indicate an emergency situation at the location of 
GPS receiver and this may initiate a location process in the manner described herein; or 
may simply request a position fix from the network." It should be noted that in both the

Sommclet. et al., or Giniger. et al. In addition, the Examiner has 
Claims 38-40, 50-53, 56-58 and 62-67 as being unpatentable over any one of 
Sommelet et al., or Giniger et al., in view of Girerd. et al. AppUcants respectfully 
Examiner's rejection of these claims as amended in light of the fact that none 
references teach or suggest that the mobile communication device transmit a request 
not include position information, as noted in the telephonic interview conducted " 
Examiner and Bruce Greenhaus and Leonid Sheynblat.
